While it is generallv admitted that 
the Barred Plymouth Rock is about as 
good a general purpose fowl as can be 
had, and especially so when raised for 
the carcass for the market, it is but 
fair to say that in the matter of egg 
9*oduciiou aud as foragers a cross 
with the famous Leghorn would give 
better results. At Edgewood, N . J., a 
cross ot Golden Wyandotte on Brown 
Leghorn brought out a breed that has 
been most satisfactory. The pullets 
are strouglv marked with the main 
characteristics of the male Wyan- 
dotte, and have retained all of the egg 
producing powers of the Loghorn and 
none of the fijehtiness or smalluess of 
framo . The cross seems to be a good 
one and will be kept for several sea- 
sons ot trial when the reverse cross 
will probably be made, using a Brown 
Leghorn cockerel with the crossed 
, ►pullet, to more ttrongly, if possible, 
Strengthen the egg producing powers 
of coming generations.

The Cincinnati Enquirer in refer- 
ring to the defeat of this resolution in 
the Houae last week says : 

"The Republican party managers, 
moat conspicuous among whom is 
8peaker Reed, did not, however, act 
with an eye to the future. They had 
the votes and the parliamentary ty- 
ranny to prevent the resolution from 
becoming the expression of Congress ;

They tolled the bell for 
Reed and the Republican gold ma- 
jority a little piore rapidly than was 
proper at a funeral. They merely 
made it easier lor the silver men to 
carry the elections for Congress in 
November next. They only inflamed 
the people afresh. They gave to the 
Democracy that highly valuable aid 
in a political campaign, the earnest 
expectation ot success. 

"There has been a tighter drawing 
of the lines on the silver quest 
The people have better knowledge 
now as to where public men stand. 

"The adoption of the resolution by 
the Senate was a strong point tor bi- 
metallism. The uncertain were com- 
pelled to take a position. Gold men 
who had made false professions of 
being for both money metals were 
"smoked out." It was known from 
the first, of course, that the resolution 
would be defeated in the House ; but 
the brutality with which the work 
was done was another point for bi- 
metallism . 

"There will be no legislation on 
money by the present Congress. The 
question will be submitted to the peo- 
ple again in November with the lines 
drawn more iutslligently than they 
have ever been.

Cleaning Poultry Yards. 

Many of the diseases that attack 
poultry come wholly from filthy yards 
and houses, and more thau one en- 
thusiast has lost heart when his fowls 
have one by one succumbed to die- 
eases that seemed to him more or less 
mysterious. If one is not sure of the 
purity of the ground over which the 
poultry yard is to be built, or if it has 
previously been occupied with poul- 
try, it is best to be on the safe side 
and use disinfectants liberally. Dis- 
solved copperas or lime liberally 
sprinkled over the grounds will de- 
stroy all germs and will make them 
fit for poultry of all kinds, young or 
old. In the honses, the floors, walls, 
roosts and nests should be thoroughly 
cleansed with the lime, being sure to 
reach all the cracks and crevices. It 
is cheap, easily applied and effective. 

Born Diseased Plants. 

It ia a common practice in rural 
communities to throw on the manure 
heap all refuse of any nature. Scab- 
by potatoes, rotted sweet potatoes, 
tnions, insect-covered twigs of 
trees and even the offal from animals 
known to be badly diseased— all 
these things go on the heap, and the 
practice in many oases has been the 
means of distributing a disease 
througbt a section that might have 
been avoided had the trouble been 
taken to burn the diseased vegetables, 
plant or flesh. Farmers spend more 
of their time fighting diseases and in- 
sects than they can afford, and more 
than is necessary if they would take a 
few precautions in keeping the pests

iuisters in Jeffersonville, Ind., and 
the health authority 
have received from the State Board 
of Health a circular setting forth the 
danger of contracting diseases by the 
promiscuous use of the communion 
cup, and suggesting that individual 
cups be used instead. 

Dr. Charles Forbes, of the Marine 
Hospital service, is cited as having 
conducted an examination of the 
dregs from communion cups and in a 
majority of cases bacteria and spores 
were found. The Board of Health 
says it is high time that steps were 
being taken. Not alone is it recom- 
mended that individual cups be used 
by church congregations, but also in 
schools, and especially are travelers 
urged to use an individual drinking 
vessel. 

'Moses, that prince of health ofil- 
s," says that the circular "would 
probably not have sanctioned the 
immunion cup."— Courier-Journal, 
The gentlemen of the Board refer- 
red to are easily frightened.

An Ideal Sheep Food. 

As the sheep raiding industry ha* 
been revived and bids fair to agaii 
become profitable, the question of a 
food that is quite suited to tho needs 
of the sheep and that may be grown 
inexpensively becomes of paramount 
importance. Rape has been found to 
suit sheep more perfectly than any 
other pasture. It may be sown in 
May and will mako good pasture by 
August. The best results in feeding 
are obtained by having a grass pas- 
ture iu which the sheep may alternate 
their feeding with the rape ; this will 
keep them in the best possible condi- 
tion. 

Unless the rape field can be pro- 
tected by a movable fence so that the 
sheep may have a fresh piece every 
few days on which to pasture, the 
should be sown in drills, and the 
sheep can then do no harm by tramp- 
ing when turned into the fields. For 
sowing in drills five pounds of seed 
required to the acre, and ten 
pounds to the acre if sown broadcast 

Enriching Orchards. 

Orchards will in time exhaust, at 
least partially, the fortuity of the soil, 
and this exhaustion is especially no- 
ticeable on soils which were not es- 
pecially rich at the time the trees 
were planted. To make young trees 
grow more rapidly, a fertilizer should 
be used containing a small per cent, 
of nitrogen (ammonia) mixed with 

aary, while phosphates and potash 
should be increased, especially the 
quantity of potaah. It la frequently 
a good plan to stimulate top growth 
by sowing the orchard to crimson 
clover in late summer, and turning it 
under in the spring. 

Raise in Wages.

Do Not Go to Alaska. 

The following is an extract from an 
official report to the War Department 
from CapUin Ray, tho special reprc» 
sentstive in the Klondike : 

"Recommend that the United Stat- 
es Government take steps to effectual- 
ly check immigration to interior 
Alaska of all persons not fully sup- 
plied to last two years. 

"Give as a reasou, no way to earn a 
living, aud that no placer discoveries 
have been made withiu tho last eighs 
mouths, either in Alaska or the 
Northwest Territory. 

"There is no employment for any 
large number of people In any capaci- 
ty ; all values are speculative. There 
is no fixed standard for labor. There 
is not now or likely to be within 
twelve months adequate or efficient 
meaus of supplying people now in 
Alaska or Northwostern Territory. Is 
of opinion that about 7 per cent of all 
people who have entered during the 
past year have earned their living, 
and hundreds are now scattered along 
the river destitute of food, clothing 
and money. People coming in have 
not had the faintest conception of 
what to do to earn a living, and after 
spending the money they bring, be- 



'States ruah will be great the next 
year, and any step that will prevent 
people from coming in their ignor- 
ance will be an act of charit y.

The comparative cost of hauling 
over good and bad roads is very strik- 
ingly illustrated In a paper from Mr. 
Charles E. Ashhurne, Jr., ou the sub- 
ject of macadamized highways. The 
incident related came under his own 
observation. Mr. Ashburne says: 

"A machine weighing 16,000 pounds 
was drawn four miles on the Brock 
turnpike, a macadamized road, 
required lour mules (4,000 pounds 

mule), and one and one-half hours 
of time, at a cost of 15 cents per mule 
per hour, or a total cott for fcur miles 
of 90 cents. After traveliug foui 
miles on a macadamized turnpiko the 
route lay a little less than 2,000 feet 
on a dirt road. To travel this 2,000 
feet it was necessary to use ten or the 
very best mules and seven men ; aud 
with Ibis force it took nine hours 
complete tbe journey. The cost was 
119.80, at which rate four miles wot 
have cost 1209.08 ; or, In other won 
$208.18 is absolutely thrown away lor 
want of a macadam road. A macad- 
am road, such as would have pre- 
vented this enormous outlay, would 
cost about $100 per mile for every 
foot of width ; that is, a 10-foot road, 
$1,000 per mile; a 16-foot road, $1,600 
per mile, ate'

A New View of the Bird Question. 

"The Bird on a Woman's Hal," i- 
tha subjoct of an editorial by Edward 
W. Bok, !« the Ladies' Home Journal, 
which piosents the live, practical sid«« 
of the movement against the slaughter 
of birdB for their plumage. The cru- 
sade, Mr. Bok considers, has been 
carried on ui >n unwise line*, 
over-zoalously. 'There is a prac 
elarpert in this desired reform,' 
write.', "aud it is this: Anybody 
who hi.s given even the mo i t cursory 
attention or study to botany know* 
ti nt all forms of life have tbeir origin 
in plant life. Every animal which 
exists either lives directly on i 
plants, or on insects which destroy 
plants. The birds find their auste- 
tianuo mainly in tho insects that In- 
jur* vegetation and ofttimos kill it 
entirely. A sufficiently large number 
of insects will kill a crop. It the 
are no birds, naturally the insects 
bave everything their own way. 
have recently gone to considerable 
pains |a find out from faruiors to what 
extent the decrease of birds is affect- 
ing their crops, and I find that the 
condition is more alarming than we, 
who live in the cities and large cen- 
rs, have any idea of. All the fann- 
ers to whom I spoke or wrote agreed 
h«t last year the Increase ot inseeh 
was unusually great, while the de- 
se of blrda was even greater. For 
every hundred birds killed, about 
r are born. Hence it is easy to 
see that tho greater the number of 
birds killed the more exposed be- 
come the crops of tho farmer to the 
insects. The same may be said of 
trees, for the bird is really the 
balance of Nature. It is these thingj 
which I would like women to think 
uiout when they purchase birds foi 
heir hats. Natually a supply de- 
pends upon a demand. If women 
would moderate their buying of hats 
adorned with birds or their plumage 
fewer birds would be slaughtered. 
Those who kill the bird cannot be 
rightly attacked. They simply sup- 
ply a demand. The reform in this 
matter lies with the women who have 
adopted the fashion ."

American Fresh Fruit Shut Oat 
of Germany. 

Tho Prussian Minister of Financo 
iaaued a decree on Tuesday, which 
goes into effect immediately, prohib- 
iting tho Importation of every kind of 
American fresh fruit. The decreo 
ias been sent to all the German ports 
md frontier stations excepting Bava- 
ia, Saxony and Wuitemburg. The 
United States Embassy was not pre- 
viously warned and the United States 
Ambassador, Mr. Andrew D. White, 
sent a formal letter to the Foreign 
office, inquiring upon what authority 
this intended step was taken. 

The United Statec Consul at Ham- 
burg, Dr. Hugh Pitcairn, telegraphs 
that 16,000 barrels of American ap- 
ples have been forbidden to be un- 
loaded and that two trains of Amer- 
ican fruit bave also been forbidden to 
cross the frontier at Emmerich, 
which, aside from Hamburg, is the 
principal place of entry for American 
fruit. 

At the Foreign Office it was learned 
that the Prussian Government pro- 
hibits the entry of American fruit on 
sanitary grounds, claiming that Cali- 
fornia and other vermin threaten 
German trees and fruit,

Why I Because it did not exist before 
the fifteenth oentury ; because it was 
invented by the European woman, 
forming her contribution to the re- 
naisHnnce. and was unknown to the 
orientals, who have even now no 
love for its pale perfection and do 
not use it in their costumes or in 
household decoration. Its lack of 
color makes it unlovely in their eyes. 

Fanciful stories have beon woven 
to account for the invention of the 
art, and the honor has been claimed 
by both Venico and Flanders. Yet 
it did not bt once spring into being 
in full perfection, but was rather an 
evolution and came by degrees. 

In "punto taglinto" (out point) we 
first perceive a groping in its direc- 
tion, for with tho piercings of whita 
embroidery we have a lighter effect. 
In drawn work ("punto tirato") an- 
other step was gained, and in retic- 
ulated grounds or network we have 
a decided advantage. Upon this net 
the pattern was darned in, and in 
France it was called "lacis, 
nearest word we have to lace. After 
these efforts came a total emancipa 
tion from all foundations, and ths 
"punto in aria" was an assured fact. 

The first lace, it is thought, was 
made with the needle (point), the 
pattern being traced upon parch- 
ment or paper, and the outlines 
marked by a thread, caught now 
and then to the paper, to keep it in 
place. Upon this scaffolding 
sight superstructure was built, and 
the method is still the 
afterward the bobbins 
factor, and the needle and the bob- 
bins remain to this day the only 
means employed to pr 
made lace. So that all of it resolves
